INEZ — A lawsuit was filed 
Monday on behalf of 15 residents in 
the Hardin Bottom and Coldwater 
Road areas of Martin County for 
alleged damages to their property 
from blasting activities connected to 
highway construction project. 

Attorneys John Kirk and Jeff 
Hinkle filed the suit in Martin Cir- 
cuit Court on behalf of 12 Hardin 
Bottom residents and three Coldwa- 
ter Road residents against Kokosing 
Construction Company of Wester- 
ville, Ohio, and Brandywine Explo- 
sives & Supply company of Paris 
for alleged damages to their homes 
and properties from blasting con- 
nected to the construction of the 
new highway. 

Both locations are reportedly in 
close proximity of the blast area, 
which has sent boulders into the 
parking area at Sheldon Clark High 
School, according to the suit. 

The suit also alleges that prior to 
the blasting actions of Kokosing 
Construction and Brandywine 
Explosives & Supply companies, 
'‘Hardin Bottom was a tranquil, 
peaceful and safe environment

Martin County students to 
return to classroom next week

INEZ — Martin County students are scheduled to 
return to the classroom next Wednesday after an 
extended summer vacation as the local school board 
voted to close Sheldon Clark High School and move 
high school students to Inez Middle School. 

The board decided to merge Inez and Warfield 
middles into Warfield Middle and to make Inez 
Middle School the new high school. With both Inez 
and Warfield consolidated into the same building, the 
new name is to be Martin County Middle School, and 



Inez Middle will become Sheldon Clark High School. 

The district employed Servpro, normally used 
when there is a disaster such as flooding or fire, to 
help move items to and from each school. 

Servpro moved Inez Middle School items to 
Warfield Friday and then began moving items from 
SCHS to Inez Middle School on Monday. Some of 
the surplus items will be stored inside the closed high 
school building. 

New Superintendent Steve Meadows said that it 
was a risk management decision to hire a company to

Inmates, 
others 
plead 
not guilty

PIKEVILLE - Six people 
pleaded not guilty Monday to charg- 
es of attempting to smuggle heroin 
into the federal prison in Martin 
County. 

The six defendants, who were 
indicted in separate cases Aug. 1, 
are scheduled to stand trial on the 
charges Oct. 15 in U.S. District 
Court at Pikeville, according to 
court records. 

In one case, Crystal Shannel 
Chatman, Kiress Thomas Chatman 
are charged with attempting to pro- 
vide heroin to United States Peni- 
tentiary Big Sandy inmate Shameek 
Hynson on July 6. Hynson is also 
charged in the case. 

According to a statement by 
Donald Newsome, SIS lieutenant at 
the United States Penitentiary Big 
Sandy, Kriess Chatman allegedly 
passed narcotics to Crystal Chatman 
in the visitors’ section at the prison. 
Crystal Chatman allegedly walked 
back to the vending area of the visi- 
tors’ section and placed the sub- 
stance in a napkin at the microwave

State lawmakers to tackle redistricting issue again

FRANKFORT — State lawmak- 
ers will return to Frankfort Monday 
for the start of a special session of 
the General Assembly to address the 
ever-controversial issue of redistrict- 
ing. 

Republican leaders in the state 
House last week released their legis- 
lative redistricting plan for the lower 
chamber, while their Democratic 
counterparts are modifying a bill that 
passed in the House earlier this year 
but was not taken up in the Senate. 

The Republican proposal, 
announced at a news conference 
Thursday at the state Capitol, would 



give Lawrence County a new repre- 
sentative in the state House. The 
chamber’s majority floor leader, 
Democrat Rocky Adkins, currently 
represents Lawrence County, but the 
GOP plan would pit Adkins against 
incumbent Kevin Sinnette in the 
100th District, which includes all of 
Boyd County. 

Under the Republican proposal, 
Lawrence County would be moved 
to the 93rd District, which currently 
is represented by Democrat Keith 
Hall of Phelps. The district would 
also include Martin County and part 
of Pike County. 

Martin County is presently in the 
97th District, represented by Demo- 
crat Hubert Collins of Wittensville, 
along with Johnson County and parts 



of Floyd and Pike counties. Under 
the Republican proposal, however, 
the 97th District would be made up 
of Johnson, Magoffin and Wolfe 
counties. Magoffin County is pres- 
ently in the 92nd District and repre- 
sented by Democrat John Short of 
Mallie. 

The 95th District, represented by 
House Speaker Greg Stumbo of Pre- 
stonsburg, currently includes all but 
a few precincts in Floyd County. 
Under the GOP plan, the district 
would also include some parts of 
Pike County. 

During the regular session of the 
General Assembly earlier this year,

Klein of the Department of 
Justice’s civil division say they 
would not intervene in “this 
action with respect to the alle- 
gations at paragraphs 71-79” 
of the amended complaint, 
which was filed June 26 and 
unsealed Aug. 30 against for- 
mer Social Security adminis- 
trative law judge David B. 
Daugherty and Stanville attor- 
ney Eric C. Conn. 

“For all other allegations, 
the United States refers and 
incorporates its Notice Of the 
United States That It Is Not 
Intervening At This Time,” the 
attorneys said. 

The initial lawsuit, which 
was filed under seal last Octo- 
ber and unsealed Feb. 19 in 
U.S. District Court at Pikev- 
ille, seeks to “recover fraudu- 
lently obtained disability ben- 
efits and attorneys’ fees paid 



by the United States of Ameri- 
ca to Eric C. Conn and Eric 
Conn, P.S.C.” 

“The disability benefits and 
attorneys’ fees obtained by 
Conn which are the subject of 
this qui tarn all originate from 
a fraudulent scheme coordi- 
nated between Conn and a 
social security administrative 
law judge named David B. 
Daugherty,” the suit says. “The 
fraudulent scheme involved 
Daugherty wrongfully taking 
control of a high number of 
Conn’s clients’ Social Security 
disability claims from random- 
ly assigned administrative law 
judges and conducting sham 
proceedings, resulting in the 
Conn clients overwhelmingly 
and fraudulently obtaining suc- 
cessful results. For example, 
during fiscal year 2010 Daugh- 
erty approved 99.7% of all 
Social Security claims while 
the national average of sue-

charged with theft by unlawful 
taking under $10,000. 

Attorney Greg Griffith was 
appointed to represent 
McGinty. 

According to his indict- 
ment, on or about July 22, 
2012, McGinty allegedly took 
a 2005 Ford Explorer owned by 
Jay D. Kirk of Kermit, W.Va., 
with a value exceeding $500. 

The Kirks were reportedly 
utilizing facilities at Yatesville 
Fake State Park, where they 
met McGinty, who used his real 
name but alleged that he was a 
lOth-grade history teacher from 
Kansas. He said that his mother 
had been diagnosed with breast 
cancer and hadn’t been able to 
afford mammograms, so he 
wanted to raise money to help 
others. 

McGinty alleged to the 
Kirks and others in the park 
that he was riding cross country 
on a bicycle from North Dakota 
on his way to Hollywood, Fla., 
in an effort to raise money for 
the cause and even said he was 
going to be on “The Today 
Show” and “Good Morning 
America.” 



McGinty spent a few days 
at the campsite and even par- 
ticipated in cookouts and gos- 
pel singing, the Kirks said. 

McGinty left in the middle 
of the night and took the cou- 
ple’s vehicle but was picked up 
in Orange County, Fla., during 
a routine traffic stop after the 
officer ran his name and found 
it listed on the National Crime 
Information Center (NCIC) as 
being wanted in connection 
with the stolen vehicle in Ken- 
tucky. 

Kentucky State Police in 
Ashland listed the vehicle on 
the NCIC, the vehicle was 
recovered and McGinty was 
charged with third-degree 
grand theft auto.

Prison officials took the 
two adults and a juvenile girl 
to another part of the prison, 
reading the adults their Miran- 
da rights. 

In a second case, Fashell 
Irene Epperson, Fevon D. Fee 
and Antoine Boyce were 
indicted on charges of con- 
spiring to possess with intent 
to distribute heroin at the pris- 
on. 

In addition, Epperson is 
charged with trying to provide 
the heroin to Fee and Boyce, 
who were inmates at the USP 



Big Sandy and are also 
charged in the indictment. 

Court records show that 
USP Big Sandy officials were 
tipped off by representatives 
at a federal prison in Maryland 
that Epperson would be 
attempting to bring drugs to an 
inmate at the Martin County 
facility. 

When Epperson arrived at 
USP Big Sandy on July 6, 
prison officials searched her 
vehicle and found “two small 
baggies of (an) unidentified 
dark brown substance 
wrapped in a cream rubber 
material” in a glasses case in 
the trunk. The substance later 
tested positive for heroin, the 
statement said.

the House passed the Demo- 
cratic redistricting plan, which 
wasn’t acted on by the Senate.

cessful claims were approxi- 
mately 62%. The fraudulent 
scheme resulted in millions of 
dollars in fraudulently obtained 
attorneys fees to Conn.” 

Conn has offices in Stan- 
ville and Ashland, and his Web 
site touts his business as 
“America’s Faw Firm.” 

The suit, filed by two 
Social Security Administration 
(SSA) employees, says Conn 
violated the federal False 
Claims Act. Daugherty is also 
named as a defendant. 

Additional allegations are 
contained in the amended com- 
plaint. Paragraphs 71-79 that 
the justice department attor- 
neys referred to allege that 
Conn’s medical experts pro- 
vided false or fraudulent testi- 
mony in Social Security cases 
Conn filed on behalf of his 
clients. 

“In fact, for many, if not 
most of the Conn Claims, the 
letters described in Paragraph 
71 were false or fraudulent in 
that the consulting physician or 
psychologist’s review of 
records and/or examination of 
the claimant was perfunctory 
or nonexistent, in contradiction 
to the letters’ description,” the 
amended complaint says. 

Conn has denied the allega- 
tions and said in a statement 
issued in February that the 
government’s decision not to 
intervene proves the allega- 
tions are not true. 

“I can certainly say I have 
always tried to represent my 
clients in the best and most 
appropriate way possible with- 
in all the laws and rules,” Conn 
said in the statement. “It is 
noteworthy that the U.S. Gov- 
ernment studied this lawsuit 
for a year and a half and decid- 



ed not to join it or get 
involved.”

move the schools based on the 
reduction of liability issues as 
determined after speaking to 
insurance agents and adjusters. 

“It just wasn’t an efficient 
idea to try to move ourselves, 
nor to ask for parent volunteers 
to help,” Meadows said. “One 
claim of an injury or a vehicle 
accident would have paid for 
the cost of the movers, and we 
want to be able to get the kids 
in class as quickly and effi- 
ciently as we can. We had two 
quotes, and one was for 
$80,000 and the other was just 
under $100,000. They are on 
track to be finished moving by 
Aug. 15 or 16, and the teachers 
should have about a day or a 
day and a half to go in and pol- 
ish things up the way they 
want. We are actually ahead of 
schedule and below budget, so 
that is good.” 

Since high school students 
will be downsizing, not all of 
the sporting and academic tro- 
phies will fit inside the area 
designated at Inez Middle 
School and only a portion of 
them will be relocated. Girls 
basketball coach Robin New- 
some was at the school early 
Monday morning to itemize all 
the trophies onto a list and to 
insure that the desired trophies 
would be shipped on to the 
new location for display. 

“Eventually, the trophies 
will go back on display when 



we get a new high school,” 
Newsome said. 

“We have vacated the 
SCHS facility, but the board 
has left the door open on what 
we will ultimately do with it,” 
Meadows said. “I know that 
we won’t be going into this 
year. The fact is that as we 
exist today, the facilities that 
we are in, excluding SCHS, 
will serve the population in 
Martin County. There are some 
things that we are going to 
work on right away and one is 
the cafeteria. It is not designed, 
nor will it support the number 
of students. We are for now 
going to use the gym for an 
overflow, but we are going to 
work on that too. If the grade 
span is 9-12 and we stay in the 
Inez building, we are also 
going to have to provide them 
with a gym because right now, 
they don’t have one that is 
regulation size. We are also 
going to renovate one building, 
taking two very large class- 
rooms and dividing them to 
make more classrooms.” 

Board members made the 
decision to close the school 
because of reports from inspec- 
tors saying they “believe the 
structure has questionable ade- 
quacy to resist a significant 
wind, or seismic event,” and 
the continued blasting with 
rocks falling onto the parking 
lot was too much of a risk to 
students.

located off the main road 
along Coldwater Creek near 
Inez where residents cherish 
their safe, rural and peaceful 
life.” 

The lawsuit also alleges 
that the plaintiffs lived near 
the mountain where the blast- 
ing rock and defendants’ 
blasting activities caused fly- 
rock and boulders to come 
onto their homes and proper- 
ties. 

The suit alleges that the 
defendants’ actions in causing 
numerous rocks to fly onto 
their property and onto SCHS 
show an “egregious and 
unconscionable disregard for 
the welfare and safety” of the 
property owners, their chil- 
dren and students at SCHS. 

The suit also alleges that 
the defendants’ “intentional 
disregard” for the safety and 
property rights of the plain- 
tiffs constitutes “gross negli- 
gence” for which punitive 



damages are appropriate. 

“This does not seem real,” 
Kirk said in a press release 
regarding the lawsuit. “It just 
does not seem real. Where 
have we ever before seen a 
school have to close over 
something like this? Hardin 
Bottom is very close to SCHS 
and both places have been hit 
hard. These are my neighbors 
at Hardin Bottom and Sheldon 
Clark is our high school from 
which both our children grad- 
uated.”

He was also served with 
four active Martin County 
bench warrants issued for 
driving on a DUI- suspended 
license (aggravating circum- 
stance), operating an ATV on 
the roadway, resisting arrest 
and operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of alcohol 
or drugs (aggravating circum- 
stances). 

According to the arrest 
report, Martin County sher- 



iff’s deputy Daniel Muncy 
responded to a complaint that 
an ATV had struck a rock wall, 
and eyewitnesses reported 
seeing Evans take off and park 
the ATV at the Inez Pawn 
Shop. 

Muncy was able to locate 
the ATV, and Evans’ wife, who 
lives upstairs, agreed to let 
Muncy and deputy Bryan Tip- 
ton search her apartment, the 
report said. 

Evans was located hiding 
in the pantry with “pin point 
eyes that were glossy and 
blood shot,” the report said. 
Evans also reportedly had 
slurred speech. 

Due to officer safety, the 
report said Evans was placed 
in handcuffs prior to any other 
standard field sobriety tests. 

Two eyewitnesses con- 
firmed Evans was the person 
driving the ATV, the report 
said. 

Evans was transported to 
the Big Sandy Regional 
Detention Center in Johnson 
County.

Fire station

PIGEON ROOST - An 
estimated $30,000 or more in 
firefighting equipment, tools 
and electronics were stolen 
from the Pigeon Roost Fire 
Department building some- 
time Monday Aug. 12. 

Department members are 
asking for help to recover the 
items and to bring the parties 
responsible for the break-in to 
justice. 

The estimated number also 
reflects damages to the build- 
ing, including broken bay 
doors, a lock ripped from the 
door pane to gain entrance, 
and damage to a door in back. 

Missy Alley, wife of Warf- 
ield Fire Chief Greg Alley, 
said that they discovered the 
building had been broken into 
when Alley’s son, Alex, went 
to the location to retrieve a 
refrigerator and bring it to the 



Warfield station after the one 
they had been using stopped 
working. 

“We had been up there a 
couple of days earlier, because 
of a house fire, and it was fine 
then, and Ronnie Joe (WVFD 
member as well as a volunteer 
deputy) said he was there the 
day before and he didn’t see 
anything,” Alley said. “They 
are working on making a com- 
plete list of all the items that 
are missing. From the wheel 
base of the vehicle that pulled 
up there, you could tell it had 
to be at least a full-size truck. 
We don’t have the complete 
list of everything yet, but 
some of it will have Pigeon 
Roost on it or PRVFD or 
Warfield Fire (WVFD). We 
just want to make sure we get 
the word out so that if some- 
one is trying to sell them some 
of the equipment, they will 
recognize it and possibly help 
us get the stuff back. They 



took a lot of expensive items 
and we are also contacting the 
other fire departments to let 
them know to be on the look 
out for it too. I am also sure 
that some of the equipment, 
they might even try to scrap. 
Right now we need all the 
help we can get.” 

Alley said some of the 
missing items include a flat 
screen television that was 
used for training, a DVD play- 
er, hoses and brass couplings, 
radios, gasoline, light bars, 
nozzles, an air compressor, 
battery chargers and miscella- 
neous other tools.

Floyd sheriff's 
audits released 



FRANKFORT - State 
Auditor Adam Edelen noted 
no instances of noncompli- 
ance by Floyd County Sheriff 
John K. Blackburn in three 
audits released Monday. 

Edelen Monday released 
audits of the sheriff’s settle- 
ment, the 2011 gas and oil tax 
settlement and the 2011 
unmined coal tax settlement. 

State law requires the 
auditor to annually audit the 
accounts of each county sher- 
iff. In compliance with this 
law, the auditor issues two 
sheriff’s reports each year: 
one reporting on the audit of 
the sheriff’s tax account and 



the other reporting on the 
audit of the fee account used 
to operate the office. 

The audits found that the 
Floyd County sheriff’s finan- 
cial statement fairly presents 
the taxes charged, credited 
and paid, for the periods April 
16, 2011 through April 16, 
2012, May 16, 2011 through 
May 15, 2012, and July 16, 
2011 through August 15, 
2012, in conformity with the 
modified cash basis of 
accounting. 

The auditor noted no 
instances of noncompliance. 
The auditor also noted no mat- 
ters involving internal control 



over financial reporting and 
its operation that were consid- 
ered to be material weakness- 
es. 

The sheriff’s responsibili- 
ties include collecting proper- 
ty taxes, providing law 
enforcement and performing 
services for the county fiscal 
court and courts of justice. 
The sheriff’s office is funded 
through statutory commis- 
sions and fees collected in 
conjunction with these duties.

One of the best things 
about a new computer is 
the speed. It boots fast, 
opens programs like a 
dream and generally 
doesn’t leave you checking 
your watch. 

Of course, the longer 
you use a computer, the 
slower it gets. It’s tempting 
to buy a new computer or 
call a professional, but I 
wouldn’t just yet. You can 
get back most of the speed 
with a few free tricks. 
They’re simple enough for 
anyone to do, and your 
wallet will thank you. 

Before going on, I’m 
going to bring up one cave- 
at. If you’re using a Win- 
dows XP computer, plan to 
get a new one soon. XP’s 
end of life is coming up on 
April 8, 2014. It’s already 
lacking newer security fea- 
tures. It will only get less 
secure once Microsoft 
stops releasing security 
updates. 

1 . Speed up your startup 

The most annoying 

computer slowdown for 
most people is startup. 
Even new computers can 
take a few minutes to start. 
After years of use, it can 
seem like hours. 

Your computer spends 
much of that time starting 
third-party programs. Secu- 
rity software, printer soft- 
ware and driver updaters 
are just a few examples. 
The frustrating part is that 
many of these don’t need to 
run at startup. 

Autoruns is a freebie 
that can help reduce the 
load. It finds and disables 
unneeded programs so they 
don’t slow you down. But 
it won’t stop important 
startup processes, like 
security software. 

Startup Delayer is a 
good program if you want 
more control. You can tell 
what programs to start 
when. That way, they’re 
not fighting for system 
resources. 

If you have a Windows 
7 or 8 computer, you might 
invest in a solid-state hard 
drive. These are much fast- 
er than conventional hard 
drives. It can bring your 
startup times to well under 
a minute. 

SSDs are still small and 
expensive - a 128 gigabyte 
SSD costs $110 to $150 - 
but that’s less than a new 
computer. Before you put 
down any money, however, 
read on. 

2. Clean the clutter 

Another thing that 

slows down your computer 
is a cluttered hard drive. 

In the past, you had to 
worry about a full hard 
drive. Thanks to modern 
large-capacity drives, fill- 
ing the space isn’t easy. 

Still, even coming close 
can slow down your sys- 
tem. So, if you have less 
than five gigabytes of free 
space, it’s time to clean. 

Use a free disk- visualiz- 
ing program such as WinD- 
irStat to see what applica- 
tions and files are taking up 
the most space. Move 
space-hogging files you 
need to an external drive 
and delete the ones you 
don’t. 

Grab Revo Uninstall- 
er to thoroughly remove 
any programs you don’t use 
anymore. Zap unused trial 
software and other unwant- 
ed bloatware with PC 
Decrapifier. 

Even if you have plenty 
of space, clutter can still 
slow things down. Plenty 
of programs create tempo- 
rary files they have to sort 
through later. Get rid of

You might have duplicate 
music or photo files clogging 
up your programs. Use a pro- 
gram like CloneSpy or VisiP- 
ics to remove them quickly. 

3 . Pick up the pieces 

Files on a hard drive aren’t 
like files in a filing cabinet. On 
a hard drive, files become 
fragmented. Bits and pieces of 
them get scattered around the 
drive. This increases the time 
your computer takes to open 
them. 

That’s why there are 
defragmenting programs. 
These assemble the pieces so 
they’re easier to find. 

With Windows Vista, 7 and 
8 this isn’t such a big deal 
anymore. They run the built-in 
defragmenter automatically on 
a schedule. 

To check when it runs, go 
to Start, or go to the Start 
Screen in Windows 8. In the 
search bar, type “defrag” 
(minus quotes). This will 
either bring up the defrag- 
menter program or a list where 
you can select it. 

Check when it ran last and 
when it’s scheduled to run. 
Usually it’s set for early morn- 
ing. If your computer isn’t 
usually on then, change it to a 
different time. You can also 
run it manually. 

In Windows XP, you’ll 
have to run the defragmenter 
manually. Open My Computer 
and right-click on your main 
drive. Then choose Properties. 

Go to the Tools tab and 
choose Defragment Now, then 
click Defragment. It will take 



a while, so sit back and relax. 

One exception to defrag- 
ging is if you have a solid- 
state hard drive. These work in 
a different way and don’t have 
this problem. In fact, running a 
defragmenter on an SSD will 
shorten its life. Windows 7 and 
8 will detect an SSD and turn 
off defragmenting automati- 
cally. 

4. Boost your browsing 

Your computer runs fast, 
but loading websites leaves 
you twiddling your thumbs. 
What gives? 

First, make sure you’re 
getting the Internet speed you 
paid for. The free service 
Speedtest will give you the 
real scoop on your Internet 
connection. 

If you suspect the problem 
is in your wireless network, 
you can tweak your router’s 
settings to eliminate hang-ups 
and bottlenecks. Click here for 
instructions. 

If your wireless signal is 
weak or your home has dead 
spots, try putting your router 
in a central location. Also, 
move it away from walls and 
metal objects. Click here for 
more tricks to boost your Wi- 
Fi. 

It might turn out that it 
isn’t your connection, but your 
browser. On Vista or 7, the fix 
for that could be as simple as 
upgrading Internet Explorer to 
version 9 or higher. Do this 
from Start»Control 

Panel»Windows Update. 

On XP, you won’t have this 
option. Instead, ditch IE 
entirely for the newer, more 
nimble Fire 



fox or Chrome. Both of these 
are fast and secure. 

Not sure what browser 
you’re using? Visit What 
Browser Am I Using? to find 
out. 

Getting rid of unneeded 
browser toolbars, like Baby- 
lon, will also speed things up. 
These often come attached to 
free software. You can remove 
these manually in the browser 
add-on settings, or use a pro- 
gram like Toolbar Cleaner. 

5 . Remove pesky viruses 

Speaking of unwanted pro- 
grams, viruses can seriously 
slow down your system. They 
might be busy recording 
everything you do, or sending 
out spam. 

Combat malware with up- 
to-date security software. AVG 
and Avast! are two good free 
options. I also recommend 
Malwarebytes for manual 
scanning and removal. 

The worst viruses will 
block you from installing 
security software. In that case, 
grab a rescue CD like AVG 
Rescue CD. This runs outside 
your operating system so 
viruses don’t have a chance.
